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Egypt to launch hew peace initiative 

CAIRO (AP) — Egypt will soon launch a new Middle East peace 
initiative aimed at bringing all concerned parties to the neg- 
otiating table. Foreign Minister Esmat Abdui-Meguid told par- 
liament Sunday. In a policy statement before a joint meeting of 
the national security, foreign and Arab affairs committees of the 
Peoples Assembly (parliament), Mr. Abdui-Meguid said the new 
initiative “aims at crysialising new ideas. that would have the 
initiative approval of all parties and on the basis of which they 
would participate in the negotiations."

‘France ready to meet 
Jordan’s arms needs’

AMMAN — French Defence Minister Cha- 
rles Hemn announced Sunday that France 
has decided to provide Jordan with its needs 
of arms in line with the French government’s 
political wiD to help the Kingdom preserve its 
independence and security. 

Mr.' Herau, who arrived in 
Amm an Saturday for a three-day 
official visit to Jordan, said the 
Kingdom seeks to diversify sou- 
rces to obtain weapons for its def- 
ace needs and to preserve its sov- 
ereignty and independence. 

He told reporters chat the issue 
of financing Jordan’s arms pur- 
chase was a “French-French pro- 
blem and not a French-Jordanian 
problem.” He said that upon ret- 
urning to Paris, he will meet with 
the French finance minister and 
discuss ways to financing Jordan’s 
arm purchases. “We have a det- 
ermined political will and com- 
mitment to provide Jordan with 
arms as a friendly country whose 
stability is essential to the stability 
pf the whole area," Mr. Herau 


Mr. Hemu said a Jordanian- 
French committee has been for- 
med to study the priorities of Jor- 
dan’s need of arms and to see Fra- 
nce's capabilities of satisfying all 
the Kingdom’s military req- 
uirements. 

“We are not sure if we are able 
to provide all the needs, but we 
will do our best,” the French def- 
ence minister said. 

Speaking to reporters after 
meetings with Prime Minister 
Ahmad Obeidat and Armed For- 
ces Commander-in-chief General 
Sharif Zaid Ibn Shaker. Mr. 
Herau said France “has the alt- 
ernative” to the U.S. Stinger mis- 
siles and that “ h is impossible that 
France would not respond to Jor- 
dan's needs.” 


said. But he did not confirm or 
deny a report that there is an agr- 
eement to provide Jordan with 
additional French-manufactured 
Mirage jet fighters. France has 
already supplied Jordan with 34 
Mirage jet fighters and a number 
of Alouette helicopters. 

Mr. Hemu said France always 
had military cooperation with 
Jordan which will continue “bec- 
ause France does not fail its fri- 
ends especially in an hour of 
need.” 

Mr. Hemu, who is the first 
French minister to visit Jordan 
after a visit by French President 
Francois Mitterrand last July, said 
his visit came as a continuation of 
regular French contacts with the 
Kingdom “because France aims at 
maintaining a balance in the reg- 
ion.” He said “the threat of any 
conflict in the region bypasses the 
borders of the countries involved 
which is why France, as a nuclear 
power and the third military 
power in the world, is determined 
to achieve an equilibrium.” 

The French minister stressed 
that France has no enemies in the

World Bank lauds 
Jordanian economy 


AMMAN (JX) -— Arepprl-reN 
eased by the World Bank in Was- 
hington Monday, praised Jordan’s 
management of hs economy and 
emphasised the Kingdom’s int- 
ernational credit-worthiness. 

The report, made public by a 
senior World Bazik official for the 
Middle East at a press conference, 
said that “Jordan, although not a 
producer of oil, has al«> wea- 
thered the difficult past few years 
fairly well." 

Waii A- Wapenhans. the World 
Bank's vice president for Europe, 
the Middle East and North Africa, 
was briefing reporters on the 
bank's annual report. 

Jordan’s growth reached about 
five per cent last year, despite a 
drop in aid from abroad, no imp- 
rovement in remittances from its 
workers abroad and a drop in exp- 
orts, the report said. There should 


be no problem -if Jordan' bad to 
borrow more money, according to 
the report. 

“Rapid population growth and 
limited possibilities for expanded 
food production in most of the 
countries pose serious problems 
for the future which must begin to 
be addressed now” Mr. Wap- 
enhans said. “Finding the res- 
ources to feed, house and employ 
a nearly -doubled population by 
the year 2000 is the major cha- 
llenge for the rest of this decade.” 

He noted that the region, except 
for Turkey, already has to import 
much of its food, and the shortage 
of water limits production. 

The report itself singles out Jor- 
dan, Algeria, and Tunisia for pra- 
ise among the Arab countries. 

It finds Algeria's economy still

PLO leadership awaits 
S. Yemeni mediation 


TUNIS (R) — Invitations to a 
long-delayed session of the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) par li ament-in -erile will be 
issued after a last-minute med- 
iation bid by South Yemeni Pre- 
sident Ali Nasser Mohammad, 
Fateh, the mainstream commando 
group,- said Sunday. 

A statement issued after a mee- 
ting of the Fateh Central Com- 
mittee here said Fateh approved 
efforts made by Algeria and South 
Yemen to clear obstacles to con- 
vening the Palestine National ' 
Council (PNC). 

PLO officials say the South 
Yemeni president is expected to 
travel soon to Damascus and then 

to Algiers to try to remove obj- 
ections by Syria and the PLO fac- 


tions it controls to convening the, 
PNC. 

PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat, 
who is also leader of Fateh, is keen 
to convene the PNC as soon as 
possible, but the Syrian-backed 
factions oppose the holding of the 
season unless he is ousted. 

The PNC. which last met in 
February 1983, was due to con- 
vene in Algeria by Sept. 28, but 
several leading officials have said 
Syrian pressures may force a fur- 
ther delay. 

The Fateh statement, carried by 
the PLO news agency WAFA, did 
not specify any date or venue for 
the PNC session, which Mr. Ara- 
fat’s supporters see as a chance to 
reaffirm his leadership after more 
than a year of in-fighting. 


‘Israeli secret service knew in 

advance of W.Bank attacks’ 


TEL AVIV (AP) — A defence 
attorney for key suspects of a Jew- 
ish terror underground said Sun- 
day Israeli secret service agents 
knew in advance about at least two 
attacks on Palestinians, including 
one that killed three students. 

Attorney Dan Avi-Yitzhak 
asked to see classified files from 
interrogations of his clients which 
he said could prove the agents 
knew about the attacks before 
they occurred. 

“ Some of this material would be 
crucial to this trial;”' be said. 
“They (the agents) are trying to 
conceal .they knew about eve- 
rything.” 

A state prosecutor denied the 
charge Cc . ing a tense exchange of 
accusations that highlighted the 
reopening of the tenor trial after a 
three-month recess. 

- Twenty. Israelis rounded up last 


April are facing charges including 
premeditated murder m con- 
nection with' 1980 car bomb att- 
acks on three Palestinian mayors 
and a shooting spree at the Heb- 
ron Islamic College that killed 
three students in 1983. 

Four other men were sentenced 
to up to 10 years for afoiled plot to 
blow up the Dome of the Rock 
Mosque. 

Two senior army officers also 
are standing separate trial for the 
attacks on the mayors. 

Mr. Avi-Yitzhak said secret 
agents told his clients they knew in 
advance about the Islamic college 
attack. “Maybe it was said just to 
put pressure on” the suspects to 
confess, the attorney said.

S. Lankan 
ships hit 
in Gulf 

■BAHRAIN (AP) — Unidentified 
warplanes attacked two ships — 
one Greek-owned and the other 
Sri Lankan — Sunday in the cen- 
tral sector Gulf off the coast of 
Qatar, shipping sources in Bah- 
rain reported. 

The vessels, both tankers, were 
identified as ihe Greek-owned. 
Liberian- registered Medheron 
and the Sri Lankan-owned Royal 
Colombo. 

The sources speculated the art-. 
acks were carried out by Iran, 
which has been at war with Iraq 
for four yean. There was no imm- 
ediate comment from either nat- 
ion. 

They said the Medheron was 
struck with a missile in the sta- 
rboard area at 0620 GMT. The 
122,000-deadweight-ton vessel 
was under charter to the U.S. oil 
company Texaco, on its way to lift 
a shipment of crude oil from the 
Saudi Arabian terminal of Ras 
Tannura when atiackd. 

Three seamen were “slightly 
injured” in the attack, aod the ves- 
sel has been sailing under its own 
power to Bahrain foT repair, the 
sources said. 

“ 1 saw the plane that overflew 
us and attacked our ship.” Greek 
CapL Charalamsos Kolahis told 
the Associated Press in a ship- 
to-shore radio interview. “My 
30-man crew are okay. We were 
not able to identify the plane that 
attacked us. The damage to my 
ship is serious. There has been no 
fire, but the missile destroyed the 
bridge of my ship and about 80 per 
cent of the accommodation qua- 
rters." 

The second ship, reported att- 
acked at -almost the same time, 

was initially identified as the 
South Korean bulk carrier Pan 
Crystal. But later Sunday, the day 
salvage company executives said it 
was “definitely" the 126,998-ton 
Royal Colombo. 

It was hit with a missile at a 

point 120 kilometres west of the 
location where the Medheron was 
struck, they said. 

A salvage company executive 

said the Royal Colombo was att- 
acked south of Iran's Lavan Island ' 
oil shipping terminal, after lifting 
crude oil from the Saudi port of 
Ras Tannura. 

“It was fully loaded when att- 
acked,” added the executive, who 
refused to be identified by name. 

■With its own ports closed since 
the start of the war, Iraq has been 
attacking ships bound for Iran in 
an attempt to enforce an economic 
blockade for about seven months. 
Iran has retaliated with attacks on 
commercial ships bound for ports 
of Gulf Arab states.

Palestinians mark 
Sabra and Shatila 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Pal- 
estinians in refugee camps in Bei- 
rut and South Lebanon Sunday 
remembered their kinsmen mas- 
sacred in Sabra and Shatila ref- 
ugee camps Sept. 16-18. 1982, by 
Israelis and their Lebanese rightist 
allies. 

Hundreds of unarmed old men, 
women and children were mer- 
cilessly slaughtered to death in the 
two camps while Israeli troops 
kept a tight cordon around the 
camps and warned off everyone 
who approached during the two 
days of massacre. 

The number killed would never 
be known because the perpetrators 
of theltussacre razed down houses 
and hundreds of bodies were bel- 
ieved to have been boned in the 
rubble. 

On Sunday, demonstrators — 


“many waving the black, green, 
white and red Palestinian flags and 
carrying portraits of victims — 
marched through the narrow all- 
eys of the ‘Ain A1 Hflweh camp in 
Israeli-occupied South Lebanon. 

In Beirut, demonstrators mar- 
ched to a mass grave just inside the 
Shatila camp, where they lit a 
torch for massacre victims buried 
there. 

Sabra ami Shatila residents also 
plan a strike Monday. 

Families carrying photographs 
or their slain relatives stood at the 
mass grave as Lebanese Pro- 
gressive Socjalist Party (PSP) lea- 
der Watidjunbiait laid a wreath to 
express the PSP’s shared grief.

Alia reassessing 
operation strategy 


AMMAN (Petra) — Alta, the 
Royal Jordanian Airline, is to rea- 
ssess its current sectors of ope- 
rations and routes and will cancel 
routes which are not found to be 
profitable and feasible. Alia Dir- 
ector General Mahmoud Balqaz 
said Sunday. 

In a statement to the Jordanian 
News Agency. Petra, Mr. Balqaz 
said that Alia will not open any 
new routes unless a feasibility 
study proves that such routes will 
yield good profits. 

Alia will continue to serve as an 
“arm for Jordan, reaching to var- 
ious pans of the world and will 
remain as a symbol for the cou- 
ntry's aspirations for progress and 
good links with the Arab countries 
and the world at large, but it sho- 
uld never be allowed to be a lia- 
bility on the nation's treasury.” 
Mr. Balqaz said. 

In reply to a question about the 
loss sustained by Alia Inst year and 
the causes behind it. Mr. Balqaz 
said that according to statistics. 
Alia sustained a JD 750.000 loss 
out of iota! operations estimated 
at JD 1 25 million, or half per cent 
which, he said, is a nominal loss in 
comparison with those sustained 
by other airlines. 

The air transport industry thr- 
oughout the world last year sus- 
tained an estimated loss of $300 
million. Mr. Balqaz added. Tho- 
ugh profit and loss is of prime 
importance for a country with lim- 
ited resources like Jordan, yet 
there were advantages which sho- 
uld be taken into account such as 
the contribution which the airline 
had offered towards the overall 
gross national product, training 
staff to handle administrative, fin- 
ancial and marketing jobs and lin- 
king Jordan with the outside 
world, in addition to promoting 
tourism, the Alia director said. 

He said that the national airline 


now reaches 40 countries from 
Bangkok and Singapore in the Far 
East to New York. Chicago and 
Los Angeles in the West. The loss 
which Alia sustained last year has 
been due to circumstances beyond 
its control. Mr. Balqaz added. 

In reply to a question whether 
Alia now" contemplates new pro- 
grammes or changes. Mr. Balqaz 
said that the few weeks he had 
been in charge of the airline were 
not sufficient for him to make a 
full assessment and study of the 
situation, but he said that the air- 
line is a government corporation 
and the government has the upper 
hand in deciding on Alia's general 
policies, which, of course, would 
follow detailed studies. 

Referring to the present mem- 
bers of Alia's board of directors, 
Mr. Balqaz said ihat they have all 
had some experience and indeed 
there are some with vast technical 
and administrative backgrounds 
in air transport. Although the 
board of directors has limited aut- 
hority in accordance with the air- 
line's laws and regulations, the 
board members can contribute 
directly towards its improvement. 
Mr. Balqaz said. 

On relations between Alia and 
other Arab airlines. Mr. Balqaz 
said that Alia is member of the 
Arab Air Transport Federation 
and takes pan in all its activities. 
Alia also has good links with Arab 
airlines and has always called on 
Arab countries to have a free air 
zone unaffected by political dis- 
putes. and has joined other air- 
lines in establishing joint centres 
for maintenance and training. Mr. 
Balqaz said.

Israelis turned Tel Aviv congress into Zionist 
propaganda forum, British Liberal leaders say

3 Iranians killed aboard Iraqi 
Boeing in foiled hijack attempt 


.BAGHDAD (Agencies) — Iraq 
said Sunday its security men had 
foiled an Iranian attempt to hijack 
an Iraqi Airways passenger plane 
between Cyprus and Baghdad 
Saturday night. 

Transport and Communications 
Minister Abdul Jabbar Abdul 
Rahim A1 Asadi told the Iraqi 
News Agency (INA) that three 
Iranian hijackers, carrying false 
passports, had been killed by Iraqi 
security men. 

INA quoted Iraqi security men 
as saying the abortive hijacking 
attempt occurred an hour after the 
Iraqi Airways Boeing 73 7 took off 
from Larnaca to Baghdad. 

The hijacking “was foiled one 
minute after the three Iranian men 
tried to launch it,” the agents said. 
None of the passengers or crew 
was injured. 

“They tried to hijack the plane 
while flying over Syria, Mr. As- 
adi said. “ Iraqi security men foiled 
the attempt and killed the hij- 
ackers." 

He did not disclose further det- 
ails pertaining to identity of the 


Iranians. 

INA. quoting the Iraqi security 
men. said the three Iranians had 

apparently spearacely checked in 

for boarding the plane at Larnaca 
airport. 

“...They were seated in three 
different locations in the plane, in 
the from, in the middle, and in the 
rear of the plane.” a security man 
said. 

One of the “criminals” pre- 
sumably the one sitting in the 

front, “claimed he was sick.” 

“A stewardess offered him a 
juice, he threw the glass in her 
face, fiercely pushed another ste- 
wardess and headed towards the 
cockpit” the agency said. “He 
opened the cockpii door and sho- 
uted, “the plane is hijacked.” 
while waving a bottle wrapped 
with paper to indicate that it is a 
hand grenade. 

“An Iraqi security man took 
one shot at the hijacker, it killed 
him immediately while other Iraqi 
security men attacked the two 
other criminals and killed them.” 

INA quoted the pilot as saying 


the cockpii crew “did not reply to 
the hijacker’s remarks,” and the 
would-be hijacker was shot and 

“fell dead at the cockpit door." 

Mr. Asadi, the agency said, was 
at Baghdad airport when the plane 
landed to greet the passengers 
and to congratulate the security 
men and the plane's crew. 

The transport and com- 
munications minister called the 
incident “a cheap effort by the 
Iranian regime to cover its dom- 
estic problems and the hijacking 
of Iranian planes.” 

Two Iranian jetliners — an Ahr 
Bus and a Boeing 727 — were hij- 
acked to Iraq within 12 days of 
each other in late August and 
early September. 

Informed Iraqi aviation sources 
said Sunday all Iraqi civil airliners, 
including domestic flights, have 
for several years carried at least 
one armed security man. 

Their presence aboard the flight 
was therefore not a direct res- 
ponse to the possibility of Iranian 
retaliation for the recent spate of 
hijackers, they said. 


Mont Louis yields 
one more container 

OSTEND. Belgium (AP) Divers 
Sunday removed one more con- 
tainer of uranium hexafluoride 
from the sunken French ship 
Mont Louis, saying access to the 
rest of the tanks was blocked. 
John Huylebroeck. spokesman

Rabin advocates shorter stay in Lebanon 


Lebanese fear Israelis could block peace process 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(API — Defence Minister Yttzhak 
Rabin, in his first speech since tak- 
ing office, called Israel's war in 
Lebanon the most divisive in the 
nation's 36-year histoiy Sunday 
and said it must end. 

He gave no time frame for wit- 
hdrawing Israel's troops, saying 
only that the Jewish nation first 
must secure its northern border 
from commando attacks. 

“I think this goal can be ach- 
ieved not in terms of years but in a 
much shorter period. More than 
that I would not say now,” said 
Rabin in a speech to the U.S.- 
based United Jewish Appeal. 

Prime Minister Shimon Peres’ 
new cabinet met for the first time 
Sunday and was expected to dis- 
cuss how to cut SI billion from the 
national budget and modify the 
cost of living index. 

In his speech, Mr. Rabin app- 
ealed to the United States for ecp- 
ncmic aid both to help Israel 
meets its Defence needs and to 
mend its faltering economy. 

Mr. Rabin drew loud applause 
when he said the new government 
planned to “put an end to our mil- 
itary involvement in Lebanon.”

Ahmad Abu Ooura. who is also 
president of the Jordanian Nat- 
ional Red Crescent Society del- 
ivered Jordan's speech to the con- 
ference. 

The conference issued a call on 
developed nations to help imp- 
rove health conditions in dev- 
eloping countries and to extend 
relief aid to them particularly in 
times of natural disasters and 
wars. Dr. Zo'bi said. The con- 
ference’s final statement called on 
all nations to improve health ser- 
vices and to coordinate Red Cre- 
scent and Red Cross efforts to all- 
eviate the sufferings of war and 
natural disaster victims.

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Bracing for an onslaught 


FROM what Foreign Minister Taher Ai Masri said about tbe new 
Israeli government yesterday, no observer coold miss the tone or 
disappointment and gloom that Jordan has had to adopt over the 
chances of attaining Middle East peace in the past Tew months. Mr. 
Masrfs statement was not rhetorical nor emotional, however. It 
carried a message — a crucial one. Jordan could no longer afford to 
contend itself with merely sending signals to anyone. 

The message was addressed to whom it may concern. But H is the 
U.S- that should have beard it the loudest and tbe clearest. It is 
basically Washington which now stands to gain or lose the most from 
heeding a sincere Arab warning or totally ignoring it. 

Shimon Peres and Yitzhak Shamir may differ on every conceivable 
issue facing them — except one. They are united on their need of more 
American money to save their economy — and consequently their 
country — hum brankruptcy and disaster. 

Peres and Shamir will travel to the U.S., either separately or 
together, before the chairs in their new offices have even wanned. 
They will tell President Reagan and Mr. Shultz how deeply they value 
their friendship with the U.S. and their “strategic" cooperation with 
it; they most probably will promise of any austerity measures the 
Americans like, and express to them their total desire for peace; and 
they will ask them for more aid and support. 

Mr. Shultz is reportedly willing to give massive help, if only the 
Israelis wQl promise him an economic austerity programme. Mr. 
Reagan will no doubt go along with any deal that brings him more 
votes in November. The president and his secretary of state look set to 
comply with whatever the Israelis request. 

If they do, just as spelled out in this scenario and nothing else to help 
the cause of peace in the Middle East is done, the V.S. administration 
wOl be taking a big gamble with the fixture of this area, including the 
well-being of its own interests here. Soon afterwards all hell is likely to 
break loose — and the Americans will have a completely different 
Middle East to reckon with. 

If this is what the Americans want, let it be. Jordan's message will 
have simply been a sincere warning that the U.S. did not want to heed 
or even hear of. 

Our point, however, is not this. We believe that what the Israels 
want, America will do, regardless of our messages and warnings. It is 
what we here in Jordan and the Arab World will do to face a new, 
more dangerous onslaught that concerns us most. Above and beyond 
our preparations for the worst, we should spell out what we are really 
prepared to do to face it.

Al Ra’i: Painful anniversary 


SUNDAY MARKS the second anniversary of the massacre of Pal- 
estinian refugees at Sabra and Shatila Camps in Beirut by Israeli and 
Falangist forces. Of course the anniversary evokes sadness in the 
hearts of Arab people, and it has been customary for writers and 
politicians to issue slogans or statements that condemn the Zionisl- 
Falangisi crimes in Beirut. But the Arab countries and their leaders 
have not benefited from this lesson and have not worked out a joint 
Arab strategy to confront Zionist criminal and terrorist action in the 
future. 

The current inter- Arab disputes and conflicts open the way for the 
enemies of the Arab people to carry out more attacks and commit 
further crimes in the Arab region. The Arab masses are deeply 
disappointed with their leaders who cannot find the proper means for 
confronting Israel’s barbaric actions and ensure a safe future for 
Arab generations. They feel they are being let down by their leaders 
for the continued absence of true Arab solidarity and for the absence 
of a deterrent Arab power to repel aggression. 

It is high time for the Arabs to understand that they should learn a 
lesson from Sabra and Shatila and should adopt a joint strategy 
against the common enemy. 


Al Dustour: Why now, Mr. Bush? 


IN THE race for winning as many Jewish votes as possible in the 
coming U.S. presidential elections. U.S. Vice President George Bush 
welcomed the call by Israel's prime minister for Jordan to enter peace 
negotiations with Israel. 

But realises too well Israel's conditions and intransigent position 
and yet he said that Peres’s call to Jordan reflects Israel's good 
intentions and desire for peace. At the same time Btish said that the 
U.S. clings hard to the Reagan proposals which had been rejected by 
Israel and which contradict Israel's ambitions and aims in the Arab 
region. 

Bush's statements proved that he is a native politician, and reflect 
the Reagan administration's endeavours to seek support from Ame- 
rican Jews in the coming presidential elections at any cost. Peres's call 
is an old tune played by Israel to deceive world public opinion. Surely 
this call exposed the insincerity of Peres and the present coalition 
government as it coincided with the announcement in Israel of plans 
for building two new settlements in the West Bank, further proving 
Israel's intention to pursue its expansionist aims. 

We are surprised to see Bush calling on the Arabs to accept Peres’s 
call for peace although Israel deeds speak otherwise. Jordan stands 
firm by its demands for a total Israeli withdrawal from Arab lands 
and the Arabs can never be taken in by Israeli manoeuvre. 


Sawt Al Shaab: Mounting cooperation 


THE PRESENT period witnesses deterioration in relations between 
the United States and the Arab countries at a time when the Israelis 
are escalating their blackmail campaigns in the United States. The 
result of these campaigns wili.be more U.S. military financial and 
economic help to Israel, and more bilateral cooperation in tec- 
hnological and industrial fields. This means that the United States is 
being used not only to support the shaky economy of Israel but to 
help Israel consolidate its hold over Arab territory and achieve its 
ambitions and expansionist aims in this region. 


This period witnesses divisions among Arab countries and lack of 
coordination and mobilisation of efforts and resources in the face of 


the common dangers, while on the other side the United State and 
Israel are continuing to build bridges of scientific and economic 
cooperation. Recent reports about American pilots being trained in 
Israel on Kfir fighter-bomber and the possibility of marketing the 
Israeli-made jet in the United States and Latin American states 
should alert the Arabs -to the coming threat. The presence of U.S. 
pilots in the Middle East represents a constant American presence 
and continued support for Israel. The coming stage might witness 
bilateral cooperation in nuclear arms which can be devastating for 
thg whole region.

Last month Jordanians, exp- 
atriates, and foreign visitors 
alike had a taste of these places 
when they spent a fortnight at 


Jerash, watching the different 
performances and enjoying 
their time, giving happiness to 
themselves and their families. 

Millions of Jordan dinars are 
spent abroad by Jordanians 
who could save some for dev- 
eloping the archaeological 
areas of their country and turn 
them into areas of ent- 
ertainment. like Jerash.

It is true that Jordanian vac- 
ationers turned their attention 
to Europe. South East Asia 
and the Americas for vac- 
ationing. following the war in 


Lebanon, but they should turn 
their attention to domestic tou- 
rism as well if they want their 
country to prosper. With only 
half the funds allocated for bui- 
lding bridges, interchanges and 
widening streets where rec- 
kless young drivers kill or 
maim innocent pedestrians, we 
could restore our arc- 
haeological sites and build res- 
thomes and chalets around 
them to attract visitors from 
inside and outside Jordan. 

It is not true that Arabs go 
abroad to seek the enjoyment

The occupied territories: A 
costly burden for Israel

AS WE continue to slip further 
and faster into economic ban- 
kruptcy. the issue that so clearly 
divides the country (Israel) down 
the middle seems to have faded 
from view. What is to become of 
the West Bank and Gaza and the 
13 million Palestinians who live 
there and insist on their right to 
self-determination? 

The debate over the future of 
the territories has always focused 
on demographics, politics, mor- 
ality and security. The economic 
costs or benefits of withdrawal or 
continued occupation and de facto 
annexation have never really been 
systematically addressed. 

But now. a recent study by a Tel 
Aviv University economist ind- 
icates that were Israel to give up 
the West Bank and Gaza as part of 
a peace settlement, its Gross Nat- 
ional Product (GNP). projecting 
from present trends, would reach 
$40b., $73b. more than if the ter- 
ritories were retained. Israel's 
GNP per capita in 1 995 without 
the territories would reach 
$7,690, as against $6,500 with 
them. 

These projections are included 
in what will surely, be a con- 
troversial study "by Dr, Simha Bah- 
iri. a senior researcher at the Mid- 
dle j East Economic Cooperation. 
Project "of the Interdisciplinary 2 
Centre forTechnological Analysis 
and Forecasting at Tel Aviv Uni- 
versity. His findings, entitled 
"Peace fill Separation or Enforced 
Unity: Economic Consequences 
for Israel and the West Bank and 
Gaza area " have recently been 
published by the International 
Centre for Peace in the Middle 
East. 

Dr. Bahiri has employed com- 
plicated econometric models to 
forecast population and economic 
growth for Israel, the West Bank 
and Gaza and Jordan in 1995. 
with two scenarios in mind; abs- 
orption or septa rat ion. 

His overwhelming conclusion is 
that all the countries and pop- 
ulations involved would be sig- 
nificantly better off economically 
if there were what he terms a 
“peaceful political separation of 
the territories from Israel in the 
framework of an overall regional 
peace settlement.’* 

Israel's gross civilian product 
(the GNP. less defence costs) 
would be 45 per cent higher and 
SI Ob. more after a decade of 
peace as opposed to the pro- 
jections based on present trends. 
The GNP of the West Bank and 
Gaza would reach $4 3b. by !9y5 
if they were separated from Israel 
and linked in some unspecified 
way with Jordan. If these ter- 
ritories remained linked to Israel, 
their GNP would only reach 
$2 3b. 

Possibly one of the most con- 
troversial of B atari's projections is 
the dramatic decline in defence 
expenditure. If Israel continues to 
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control the territories, he for- 
ecasts. its defence expenditure in 
1995 will reach $S.450m., exp- 
ected to constitute 26 per cent of 
the GNP. Without the territories, 
defence expenditure will drop to 
$5 .200m.. constituting 1 3 per cent 
of the GNP. 

Continued possession of the 
territories “might well necessitate 
a 62 per cent higher defence 
expenditure- ...while the annual 
increase in the defence budget 
would exceed the annual GNP 
growth rate." Dr. Bahiri writes. 

"My basic assumption is that 
one cannot have peace with the 
territories. Even the de facto 
non-belligcrcnce which some 
would argue wc now have implies 
large defence budgets and lost 
exports. Our current defence costs 
are around a third of the GNP and 
this directly affects investment in 
the economy, which is now at its 
lowest level in years.” Dr. Bahiri 
said in an interview. 

The researcher predicts that up 
to 700.000 Palestinians would be 
absorbed in the West Bank and 
Gaza between 19H 5 and 1995. inc- 
luding some 70.000 from Israel 
(whether directly or via minor 
border rectifications around Jer- 
usalem) in the event of a peaceful 
regional resolution of the conflict. 
Allowing for natural growth as 
well, the Palestinian population ot 


the West Bank and Gaza would 
total 236 million in 1995 (41 per 
cent of the world Palestinian pop- 
ulation. as opposed to 27 percent 
today). 

“In contrast," Dr. Bahiri con- 
cludes. referring to the continued 
occupation of the territories. 
” Arabs would constitute 22 per 
cent of the population within the 
Green Line (including East Jer- 
usalem): but nearly 40 per cent of 
the population of ‘Greater Isr- 
ael.' ’* 

A separate West Bank and 
Gazan entity would see an annual 
population growth rate of 1 0.1 per 
cent in the decade following 1 985. 
as opposed to 43 per cent if it 
remained under Israeli control. 
{ Israels growth rate between 
1950 and 1957 reached 11.6 per 
cent). This anticipated dramatic 
growth is based on a projected 
massive influx of Palestinian ret- 
urnees. economic aid from the 
Arab World and the international 
community and the area's rei- 
ntegration into the Arab World. 

The Jewish population of Israel 
without the territories would 
reach 43 million by 1995 — 
300.000 more that it would be if 
the West Bank and Gaza were ret- 
ained. Dr. Bahiri predicts. He env- 
isages IK0.000 new immigrants 
(50 per cent of them from the Sov- 
iet Union, which could be exp- 


Sardinian separatists said to have Libyan links

CAGLIARI. Sardinia — Sar- 
dinian magistrates, after a three- 
year investigation, say they have 
uncovered a plot by separatists on 
the island to enlist Libyan support 
Cor a guerrilla campaign to win 
independence from Italy. 

Last month magistrates in Cag- 
liari. the Sardinian capital, sent 27 
men. one of them a Libyan who 
has so far evaded arrest, for trial 
on a range of conspiracy and ler- 
charges. 

The men are accused of org- 
anising bomb attacks against pub- 
lic buildings on the island in 19H1 
after previously planning to blow 
up aircraft at a NATO airbase at 
Decimo Mannu and to kidnap 
U.S. Air Force pesonncl. 

Although magistrates doubt 
whether the separatists received 
any. material aid from Libya, they 
allege they have firm evidence 
that negotiations took place bet- 
ween Sardinian extremists and 


Libyan agents, sources close to the 
investigation told Reuters. 

The magistrates believe that the 
one Libyan charged with inv- 
olvement. Ageli Mohammad 
Tabet. was a high-ranking mcm- 
ber.nl 1 Tripoli - s secret service who 
promised financial help to the 
Sardinian separatist movement. 

They say Libyan help was made 
conditional on ibe group suc- 
cessfully infiltrating the Sardinian 
Action Party, an important force 
in Sardinian politics which is 
committed to achicivtng ind- 
ependence by peaceful means, the 
sources said. 

The affair has received little 
coverage in the Italian press, 
which the investigators say may be 
due to reluctance to publicise a 
case that might strain relations 
between Rome and Tripoli. Some 
Sardinians, however, believe the 
investigation is a witchhunt aga- 
inst fanatics without any real isl- 
and following. 

The leader of Italy's Christian 
Democrat Party. Ciriaco de Mita, 
caused a stir recently when he cal- 


led the Action Party “half ter- 
rorist”. in a clear allusion to the 


case. 

The words, although uttered in 
anger after the Action Party pul- 
led out of an alliance with the Chr- 
istian Democrats in the island 
administration and switched their 
allegiance to the Communists, 
nevertheless touched a raw nerve. 
• The breakthrough in inv- 
estigations came ai the end of 
19X1 after police arrested a 20- 
year-old national serviceman car- 
rying explosives as he was leaving 
his barracks in the centre of Cag- 
liari. according to the sources. 

The soldier. Felice Serpi. broke 
down under interrogation and 
revealed that he was a member of 
a separatist group and had orders 
to blow up the local offices of the 
Bank of Italy. 

The bombing, had it succeeded, 
would have climaxed a series that 
devastated electricity pylons, pub- 
lic buildings and the offices of the 
national shipping line Tirrenia 
that summer. 

On the basis of Mr. SerpPs tes- 


timony magistrates ordered fur- 
ther arrests of men suspected of 
involvement in the separatist ploL 
among them the alleged leader. 
Salvatore Mcloni. a 4 1 -year-old 
businessman. 


Magistrates also accuse Mr. 
Mcloni of master-minding an abo- 
rtive plot in 19 79 to sabotage 
NATO warplanes at the Decimo 
Mannu airbase and to kidnap two 
U.S. Air Force officers stationed 
at a radar-post on the island. 

Their accusations are largely 
founded on information from Mr. 
Serpi and other defendants who 
decided to cooperate with inv- 
estigators. 

They believe rhar Mr. Meloni 
and his associates sought aid from 
Libya for several years before 
their pleas for help began to be 
taken seriously. 

A report by one of the mag- 
istrates recommending that (he 
group be sent for trial includes a 
copy of a letter sent by one of the 
defendants to Libyan officials, the 
sources said.

United Nations weighs 
its shortcomings as 
40th birthday nears

ected to ease emigration in the 
wake of an internationally app- 
roved peace settlement).

In 1962. when Algeria finally 
won independence from France, 
over 1.000.000 French settlers, 
some of whom had roots going 
back several generations, ret- 
urned to France.

By 19X5. just over one per cent 
of Israel's Jewish population will 
be settled over the Green Line, 
and they will constitute about 
three per cent of the population of 
the West Bank and Gaza (exc- 
luding East Jerusalem).

In addition, the sooner a pea- 
ceful separation comes about, the 
greater wifi be the positive eco- 
nomic impact and“the more likely 
the development of an economic 
interdependence leading to a str- 
engthening of the vested interest 
in peace... choice is still possible.”

UNITED NATIONS — As the 
United Nations nears its 40th bir- 
thday it appears to have lost its 
youthful idealism, grown inc- 
reasingly quarrelsome and hid- 
ebound. and is all too often imp- 
otent in the face of crisis. 

This, in essence, was the ass- 
essment of the state of the org-, 
anisation given by Secretary Gen- 
eral Javier Perez de Cuellar in his 
latest annual report. 

It will provide food for thought 
for delegates as they gather for the 
39th General Assembly Session 
opening on T uesday and consider 
ways of marking the U.N.'s 40th 
birthday next year. 

Since its founding in 1945 on 
the ashes of World War 11. the 
U.N. has grown from a mem- 
bership of 51 to 15tf. Another 
newly independent state. Brunei, 
will be formally admitted during 
the forthcoming assembly. 

Comparing the over-confident 
hopes for the U.N. in the imm- 
ediate post-war era with the pre- 
sent reality. Mr. Perez de Cuellar 
asked: “What has happened to 
that majestic vision?** 

In his view, it was clouded by 
big- power rivalries and the advent 
of nuclear weapons, which bro- 
ught with them the doctrine of 
security based on nuclear det- 
errence instead of the collective 
security envisaged in the U.N. 
Charter. 

Nationalism and fears for sec- 
urity grew rather than abated. Mr. 
Perez de Cuellar said, and “the 
world turned out to be a more 
complex, far less orderly place 
than had been hoped at San Fra- 
ncisco.” where the U.N. Charter 
was signed on June 26. 1 945. 

Although the General Ass- 
embly last year adopted more than 
400 resolutions, they are only rec- 
ommendations that are ignored 
without compunction. 

While the 15-member Security 
Council carries greater weight and 
hs resolutions are supposed to be 
binding, it can escape the paralysis 
of a veto and act decisively only 
when all die major powers are in 
general agreemenL 

In the absence of agreement. 
United Nations debates and con- 
ferences often become a substitute 
for action and are transformed 
into an arena for waging dip- 
lomatic warfare. 

The secretary general had this 
.in mind when he decried the 
“non-implementation of res- 
olutions. as. well as their pro- 
liferation.” This, he said, “has 
tended to downgrade the ser- 
iousness with which governments 
and the public take the decisions 
of the United Nations.” 

He also warned against the pra- 
ctice of using the main U.N. bod- 
ies and specialised agencies as 
“interchangeable platfonns for 
pursuing the same political aims” 
— a reference to the way a handful 
of issues are repeatedly injected 
into debates regardless of the 


topic ostensibly under discussion. 

“ Issues must be dealt with pri- 
marily on their own merits and in 
. their own context. Otherwise the 
fever of one or two issues can per- 
vade the entire body politic of the 
United Nations.” 

He appeared to be alluding to 
Easi-West differences, the Arab- 
Isracl dispute, the. problems of 
Southern Africa and other highly 
emotional topics. 

Taking aim at the corrosive 
atmosphere in many U.N. forums, 
he said if confrontations were car- 
ried too far. they destroyed the 
possibility of a consensus that 
could form the basis for practical 
action. 

Similar criticism has been voi- 
ced in the past by Britain's amb- 
assador. Sir John Thomson, and 
his U.S. colleague. Jeane Kir- 
kpatrick. 

On a positive note. Mr. Perez dc 
Cuellar said it would be a grave 
mistake to underestimate the ach- 
ievements of the f.N. system, 
which includes close to 20 age- 
ncies concerned with problems 
ranging from lood and agriculture 
to nuclear energy. 

The f.N. had also played a dec- 
isive role in decolonisation, he 
said, referring to the movement 
which brought more than 100 new 
nations into the organisation and 
paved the way. for the rise! of 
.“Third Worfd” countries as the 
. largest single bloc in the assembly. 

The secretary general recalled 
that the U.N. had defined and cod- 
ified the fundamental rights and 
freedoms all people should enjoy, 
protected and assisted millions of 
refugees, mobilised humanitarian 
assistance on an unprecedented 
scale, and sensitised governments 
and peoples to the need for tac- 
kling many of the most critical iss- 
ues of our time. 

For many Western countries, 
outvoted on a variety of issues, 
assembly sessions often become 
an exercise in damage control. 

Disenchantment with current 
trends has led the United States to 
give notice of its intention to quit 
the Paris-based U.N. Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Org- 
anisation (UNESCO) at the end 
of this year. 

But for many “Third World” 
nations, especially those with few 
diplomatic missions abroad, the 
U.N. system serves as an essential 
window on the world. 

Even for the superpowers, it can 
sometimes provide an important 
adjunct to bilateral relations. 

If Soviet Foreign Minister And- 
rei Gromyko were nor coming to 
New York for the forthcoming 
U.N. assembly, it would have been 
more difficult politically for both 
sides to arrange meetings later this 
month between him and President 
Reagan and Secretary of State 
George Shultz. 

For all the U.N.’s achievements, 
however. Mr. Perez de Cuellar 
found that the “three main ele- 
ments of a stable international 
order ... have yet to take hold as 
they should.’*

North-South battle for a place in space 


A ring in space some 36,000 kilometres above the Equator is the 
perfect position m which to site communications satellites. Peter 
MacA looks at the developing battle between industrialised and dev- 
eloping countries over claims to that space. ■ 


LONDON — Governments aro- 
und the world are preparing the-, 
mselves for a series of battles over 
what may seem an unlikely natural 
resource — segments of not- 
hingness far above our heads at 
about a' tenth of the distance bet- 
ween the earth and the moon- ' 

The arguments have similarities 
with other debates that have split 
the world along “North-South'' 
lines, for example about how to 
allocate the mineral riches of the 
seabed or of Antarctica. 

- On this occasion, the discussion 
concerns . something less tangible 
(but no less important) than pos- 
.able supplies of materials' — the 
vantage point that a particular sec- 
tion of the heavens provides for 
practitioners of computer and 
communications technologies. 

A ring in space some 36,000. 
kilometres above the Equator is 
the perfect position in which to 
she communications satellites. In 
this arc, called the geostationary 
orbit, space bodies move at the 
same velocity as the earth. 

They appear to hover above a 
fixed point on the globe's surface, 
so acting as a convenient relay site 
between radio stations. 

The industrialised world acc- 
ounts for virtually all the 1 20 or so 
satellites that are transmitting and 
receiving in the geostationary belt. 
(Another 80 are physically in pos- 
ition but are no longer active.) 

Governments and commercial 
organisations will inject into the 


orbit over the next six years about 
. 200 more satellites, according to 
Arianspace, the French company 
that sells rocket launchers. 

The demand is so great that 
some developing countries fear 
they will be squeezed out of prime 
. positions in the orbit, providing 
them with another handicap to 
-competition with the Western 
world in information technology 
industries. 

In a move that the West has so 
far resisted, the “Third World” 
has called for a rigid planning sys- 
tem to carve up the resource in a 
detailed way to give every country 
a fair share. 

Physical room is not the pro- 
blem — the geostationary circle 
stretches for 260.000 kilometres, 
or about seven times the cir- 
cumference of the earth. Scientists 
have calculated that even if the 
orbit were filled with the absurdly 
high number of 18,000 satellites, 
then one craft would on average 
collide with another only once 
every 400,000 years. 

The difficulty is that the fre- 
quencies used by communications 
satellites are limited by int- 
ernational agreements that govern 
use of the airwaves. The vehicles 
must share a small section of the 
frequency spectrum. 

To avoid overlapping of beams 
and electrical interference, sat- 
ellites must be spaced apart by as 
much as four degrees of the geo- 
stationary circle — so restricting 
the number of craft that can be 


squeezed into the orbit 
Overcrowding promises to bec- 
ome particularly acute in sections 
of the ring where a lot of countries 
lie within the same relatively 
small range of longitudes. An area 
ripe for confrontation concerns 
the slice of the arc which Western 
Europe's satellites would have to 
share with any that African nat- 


Italy, West Germany, France, 
India and Indonesia, together with 
transnational groups such as the 
Eurdpean Space Agency and Int- 
elsat (a consortium that operates 
satellites : for international 
telephone-calls).

The "Third World’s” arg- 
uments are not as Academic as 
they might seem. Among dev- 
eloping countries that have ann- 
ounced plans to launch geo- 
stationary satellites are Colombia, 
Mexico, Brazil, Cuba, Iran, Pak- 
istan, Nigeria, Peru and South 
Korea. 

These countries want to join the 
“geostationary club”. This cur- 
rently comprises the U.S., Soviet 
Union, Canada. Japan, Britain, 


the International Tel- 
ecommunication Union (ITU), a 
technical agency of the United 
Nations. The ITU has the une- 
nviable task of sorting oul cou- 
ntries’ grievances over radio and 
telecommunications traffic. 

The gathering, in Geneva, fea- 
tured a series of five papers given 
by developing nations that have 
proposed new ways of dividing up 
the orbit. The proposals would 
change or dispense with the sys- 


tem in which slots are allocated. 

Under current procedures, 
countries advise the UU of the 
satellites they would like to place 
in orbit. Engineers examine the 
characteristics of the proposed 
spacecraft — frequencies, beam 
spread, signal power and so on — 
and ensure that the signals will not 
interfere with other transmissions. 

The leading countries seeking 
to change the rules include Col- 
ombia, India, Algeria, China and 
Iran. 

The reformers say that the cur- 
rent system enshrines a “first 
come, first served” approach 
under which countries which have 
obtained slots in the past aut- 
omatically gain the right to keep 
the best positions for themselves. 

The most radical suggestion is 
to produce a plan for as long as 20 
years which would give every cou- 
ntry a set series of orbits for spe- 
cific telecommunications app- 
lications. The plan would to some 
extent take into account existing 
satellites but would dispense slots 
to countries as a basic political 
right. 

A precedent for a new scheme 
for geostationary satellites is the 
series of agreements hatched in 
1977 and in 1 983, which produced 
a set of slots in the geostationary 
ring for TV broadcasting vehicles. 

The “Third World” has said 
that something approaching this 
system could be appliedto satellite 
links between fixed points. Not so. 
say the developed countries. 

To provide a rigid set of rules 
that legislate for all the types of 
communications traffic would be 
horrendously difficult.

Led by the U.S.. the ind- 
ustrialised countries hope that 
over the next 12 months, in inf- 
ormal meetings with the “Third 
World,” they can propose enough 
technical arguments to tone down 
demands for a revolution in sat- 
ellite allocation procedures.

Trade in human organs 
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‘It’s just a little party to celebrate the victory of the temperance party over the forces of British imperialism, officer.’

The value of the trade m human 
kidneys bought from ihe United - 
Slates and sold to foreigners thr- 
ough an agency at the private 
Clementine Churchill Hospital. 
London, is likely to top half a mil- 
lion pounds next year. 

A team of three to four sur- 
geons are now transplanting more 
than 30 kidneys a year into pat- 
ients flown to London, from, in 
the main. Europe and the Arab 
states. Charges will soon rise to 
between £17.000 and£lS,000 for 
a new organ. 

Britain is a signatory to the 
Council of Europe resolution on 
human organs which specifies that 
they shall not be offered for sale, 
and the government officially dep- 
lores the business. This week the 
Department of Health said it had 
no evidence that human organs 
were being sold. The Junior Hea- 
lth Minister. Mr. John Patten, 
promised to investigate the trade 
when he was questioned in the 
Commons by the Labour MP Mr. 
Tony Banks eight months ago. 

Three hospitals owned by Ame- 
rican Medical International 
(AMI), including the Clementine 
Churchill, are involved in the 
trade. AMI also owns the agency 
which arranges the deals. Other 
private clinics in central London 
operate similar schemes. AMI set 
up the business five years ago. 

The scale of the trade has been 
disclosed by AMI executives. It is 
likely to cause a political and med- 
ical uproar on both sides of the 
Atlantic. But the AMI people say 
they are surprised that the Dep- 
artment of Health doesn't know 
about iL 

Mr. John Cassell, a director of 
AMI'S U.K. subsidiary, said: “If 
there had been any concern from 
the department during the five 
years that we have been doing the 
transplants, they would und- 
oubtedly have contacted us.” 

Ms. Sheila Edwards, marketing 
manager in the UJC.. said: “The 
area health authorities check the 
hospitals. They would know that 
we were doing transplants and 
would channel tii3t information 
up to the department. They know 
what we are licensed to do.” 

Kidneys from dead donors are 
supplied by eight agencies in the 
United States. The executives ins- 
ist AMI does not make a profit on 
the sale ofthe kidneys. They pay 
the U.S. agency's charges and pass 
those on to their customers. So 
while the cost of the transplant 
depends on the source of the kid- 
ney, AMI makes its profit on sur- 
gical procedures and hos- 


pitalisation. they say. 

There is a shortage of kidneys in 
the United States — 10.000 peo- t 
pie dying of kidney failure are wai- 
ting for transplants. Two bills now 
going through Congress should 
improve the organisation of the 
transplant service. But doctors 
fear that the number of donors will 
plummet once it becomes known 
that agencies are selling kidneys 
abroad. 

Mr. Cassell said the U.S. age- 
ncies only sold them kidneys 
which they were unable to use in 
the United States. Fears that the 
agencies sold the kidneys to AMI 
before offering them to U.S. doc- 
tors were unfounded. Details of 
prospective patients were entered 
in AMI'S computer. The agencies 
tell us what is available and we let 
them know whether we have a pat- 
ient .” said Mr. Cassell. 

Both executives denied all 
knowledge of the AMI adv- 
ertisement which Professor Peter 
Morris of Oxford University, pre- 
sident of the International Tra- 
nsplantation Society, said had 
been circulated to German kidney 
patients offering iranspiantsat the 
Clementine Churchill within six to 
eight weeks of being accepted for 
treatment. The Guardian has a 
copy of the advertisement. It is 
dated Sept. 22, 1 9S3. and beaded 
“A complete service for kidney 
patients." 

Ms. Edwards said she was not 
aware that AMI had advertised 
directly to patients, and thai the 
firm could not guarantee to pro- 
vide 3 kidney within six to eight 
weeks. 

Professor Morris told the soc- 
iety's congress on his presidential 
address, that the advertisement 
was an example of “insidious 
commercialism.*” Ms. Edwards 
said: “Professor Morris is com- 
menting on a service he doesn't 
know anything about ” Mr. Cas- 
sell added: “Clearly some of his 
colleagues are involved' in this." 

A leading UJC. renal specialist 
who has had to turn away dying 
patients because of the shortage of 
kidneys for transplant and the lack 
of dialysis facilities, said: “I hate 
this trade. One wonders what the 
relatives who give their consent to 
a husband or wife's kidney being 
taken would think if they knew 
that kidney was being sold to a 
firm in London who would make a 
profit from putting that kidney 
into a patient from another cou- 
ntry.

The “Palace of Peace” — Bei- 
rut's shattered, ironically named 
race track — reopened Sunday for 
a trial run. no longer the legendary 
asylum from Lebanon’s volatile 
politics but still home to the other 
national passion, the running of 
purebred Arabians. 

“ Araby" won the first race and 
“Oh Beautiful” the seventh and 
last. And despite fears of political 
passions being incited at the ren- 
ewal of racing, the. day went off 
without trouble. 

“We hope it will be the start 
only and it will never stop again,” 
said the track’s manager, Nabil 
Nasrala. 

But Nasrala was not the only 
one to mention “hope” in talking 
of what was once one of the few 
places where rich and poor, Mus- 
lim and Christian, could mix tog- 
ether even when battles raged els- 
ewhere. 

Amid the shouts of “yallah" — 
“go" — urging on the graceful 


Arabian horses Sunday, the word 
“hope” came up often in the talk 
at the track. The setting seemed to 
require it. 

Shell holes mar the stands, and 
tbe infield contains burst trees 
and other reman ts of war. Just 
outside is the “green line” that has 
divided the mainly Christian and 
predominantly Muslim sectors of 
Beirut for most the last nine years 
of civil war. 

Moreover, because of the sec- 
urity fears, the crowd was not the 
5,000 who used to attend regular- 
ly each Saturday and Sunday. The 
public was not invited, only sev- 
eral hundred horse people and off-, 
idals. Armed police, soldiers and 
security men wandered among 
them. 

Despite the race track’s long 

history of calm amid turmoil, it has 

had its troubles since first opening 
in 1916 during the Ottoman Tur- 
kish rule. 

It closed during the civil war and 
. again in 1978. During December 
1980, grenades were thrown at the 
track on two days and machine 


gun fire shut down Christmas Day 
racing. A horse, a jockey and ano- 
ther man were injured, and off- 
icials blamed a group “bent on 
closing the track” just because it 
was a symbol of unity. 

Now, despite a "security plan" 
in effect in Beirut, tensions remain 
high and it is not unusual to hear 
occasional gunfire or explosions in 
tbe area. 

Still, the talk at the track was of 
“hope". The “yallahs” became 
louder and more enthusiastic as 
the day went on, and not just from 
the invited audience. 

Scores of ordinary Lebanese 
also witnessed the races by cli- 
mbing atop the track's walls, nea- 
rby shell-pocked buildings and 
even pies of rubble. One man was 
seen glancing at his raring form as 
he watched from the roof of a sha- 
pered building. 

Many inside and outside app- 
arently also violated the pro- 
hibition against betting on the first 
day of racing.

“two or three weeks.” The win- 
dows are ready now, with signs 
neatly painted 10 pounds, 25 pou- 
nds, 100 pounds — from about 
one -and- a- half to SI 5.

SAGINAW, Michigan (R) —

“I went to him and that was my 


mistake,” said Hutchings, the 
WBCs third-ranking contender 
for Hearns’ 154-pound (70kg) 
title. 

' Hearns was in command from 
the beginning. A right hand hurt 
Hutchings midway through the 
opening round. Then another 
right caught him as he back- 
pedaled and sent him to the can- 
vas. 

Hearns closed m when Hut- 
chings rose at the count of eight. A - 
left-right combination nearly fin- 
ished the challenger who went 
down and took a second eight- 
count, rising just as the bell rang to 
end the round. 

Hearns coasted through the 
second round but dominated the 
third. A booming left hook put 
Hutchings in trouble again, and ' 
then a jab, book and right ended < 
the bout. Referee Arthur Mer- 
cante stopped it when one of Hat- 
chings’ handlers jumped into the 1 
ring.

WASHINGTON (R) — Developing countries face an 
extremely difficult, if not dangerous, period in the 
months ahead despite some global economic rec- 
overy, the World Bank said Sunday. 
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Deep divisions will dominate 
World Bank-IMF meetings 
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WASHINGTON (R) — Deep 
divisions between major debtor 
nations and the rich industrial 
countries will dominate the annual 
’ meetings of the World Bank and 
International Monetary ■ Fund 
(IMF) in Washington tins week. 

The meetings to be attended by 
financial leaden from 147 cou- 
ntries takes place with the Third 
World* s debt crisis smouldering in 
the background and amid con- . 
troversy over the vibrant U.&T 
economy’s ability to help the rest? 
of the world. 

The United States has argued 
that the financial system has sur- 
vived the violent shocks of the past' 
two years, proving itself durable 
and rendering reform unn- 
ecessary. 

Other industrial nations .are less 
sanguine and poorer countries, 
burdened with overwhelming 
debt, want to explore new app- 
roaches. 

Latin American nations mee- 
ting last week in Mar Del Plata, 
Argentina, appealed for political 
talks on the debt issue. 

Preliminary meetings begin on 
Wednesday with the formal 
three-day meeting of top officials 
starting -on Sept. 24. 

The formal agenda includes 
consideration of an IMF report on 
the state of the global economy, an 
updating from its analysis six

The bank also reported that 
while extensive debt rescheduling 
had “met the immediate objective 
of avoiding defaults and .con- 
sequent disorder in the financial 
markets, there is no indication 
that capital flows are likely to ret- 
urn to earlier levels.” 


“The massive overhang of ext- 
ernal debt has grown even larger, 
and concern about the financial 
situation has been rekindled bec- 
ause of renewed increase in int- 
ernational interest rates,” it 
added. 

The report said since the size of 
the debt problem had become evi- 
dent. Third World countries often 
had taken punishing measures to 
reform their economies. 

The bank, which tends to be less 
optimistic about the outlook for 
debt-ridden countries than either 
its sister-agency the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) or the Uni- 
ted States, is in the midst of rev- 
iewing its role. 

It is giving thought to forming a 
subsidiary similar to a commercial 
bank that could borrow in the 
marketplace and make more 


funds available to needy cou- 
ntries. 

Also under consideration is 
development of a medium-term, 
economic adjustment loan pro- 
gramme that would complement 
the shorter-term balance - 
of-payments assistance provided 
by the IMF as well as improved 
cooperation with commercial 
banks. 

In its report, the bank said it had 
attempted “to revive dev- 
elopment monentum and to res- 
pond to the requirement for (cou- 
ntry) adjustment in a variety of 
ways," 

Lending was up 7 3 per cent to 
$1 1 .9 billion while assistance from 
its interest-free arm. the Int- 
ernational Development Ass- 
ociation (IDA) was up about 
seven per cent from the previous 
year. 

The report said borrowing by 
the bank amounted to $9.8 billion, 
slightly less than last year, while 
net income for the agency totalleo 
$600 million. 


Israel to slash spending, 
lower standard of living 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (R) 
— Israel's new cabinet, moving 
swiftly to tackle soaring inflation, 
decided Sunday to slash subsidies 
on basic foodstuffs and cut gov- 
ernment spending by $1 billion. 
Finance Minister Yitzhak Modai 
said. 

In its first meeting since taking 
office last Friday, Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres’ 25-member, 
multi-party cabinet heard Modai 
give a gloomy assessment of Isr- 
ael's deepening economic crisis 
and call for drastic measures. 

“The government reached the 
conclusion that the Israeli eco- 
nomy has been weakened to a 
Targe extent and the economic sit- 
uation is bad, even worse than I 
- had imagined." Mr. Modai told a 
news conference after the mee- 
ting. ■ 

He said the $1 billion spending 
cut was the first of a series of 
moves aimed at bringing 400 per 
cent annual inflation under con- 
trol and lowering living standards 


to 1982 levels. 

Inflation broke a new record on 
Friday with the announcement 
that prices last month rose by 1 6.5 
per cent. 

In an effort to avoid time- 
consuming wrangles over how 
much would be trimmed from 
each minister's budget, the cab- 
inet set up a three-man committee 
of Mr. Peres, Mr. Modai and Eco- 
nomic Planning Minister Gad 
Yaacobi to decide on the cuts wit- 
hin a few days. 

Government officials said Mr. 
Peres was plannings trip to Was- 
hington to ask for emergency U.S. 
aid in the next few weeks and wan-

Lebanon need $15b for reconstruction 


LAUSANNE, Switzerland (R) — : 
Lebanon needs at least $15 billion 
for the long-term reconstruction 
of the war-torn country, bankers 
and industrialists were told this 
weekend. 

Over 100 businessmen from 24 
countries, including many bankers 
and representatives tor building 
firms, met senior Lebanese off- 
icials seeking to attract increased 
foreign investment at a two-day 


conference which ended here Sat- 
urday. 

Lebanese delegates said the$15 
billion figure was the absolute 
minimum required to rebuild the 
country which was suffering an 
acute shortage of living acc- 
ommodation. 

They said the government 
hoped to receive one-third of the 
amount from the Arab Fund for 
Economic and Social Dev- 


elppment. 

The high-level Lebanese del- 
egation included the economy and 
education ministers, as well as the 
mayor of Beirut. 

Senior finance ministry official 
Mr. Joseph Torbey, told the con- 
ference that despite the war, “the 
Lebanese economy had remained 
a liberal economy, with a strong 
services sector”. 


IDB approves new loans 

BAHRAIN (R) — The Islamic Development dank (IDB) Sunday 
approved loans worth more than S140 million to finance trade ope- 
rations, development projects and technical assistance in member 
countries. 

An IDB statement, received here, said a $84.5 million would 
finance trade operations between member states. 

Another $563 million would finance for development projects 
and a little over $1 million would go on technical assistance. 

Countries benefiting from the loans are Algeria. North and South 
Yemen, Malaysia, Iraq, Morocco. Turkey, Sierra Leone. Tunisia, 
Pakistan, the Republic of Niger, and the Islamic Federal Republic of 
Comoro Islands, it added.

Trading in Amman 
financial market rises 


AMMAN (R) — A total of 22 million shares valued at $4 2 million 
dinars were traded on the Amman Financial Market (AFM) in July 
compared with 1 .9 million shares worth 3 .9 million dinars the pre- 
vious month, the exchange's monthly bulletin said. 

The AFM price index rose four per cent, it said. 

The banking and financial sector accounted for 48 per cent of the 
traded shares, industrials 39 per cent, services seven per cent and 
insurances six per cent. 

Turnover in the first half of this year, however, fell 54 percent and 
share volume was down 1 5 per cent compared with the same period 
Iasi year. 

A total of 23.05 million. shares valued at 38 million dinars were 
traded in the January- June period, the bulletin added.

Ousted politician reinstated 


in troubled Indian state 


NEW DELHI (Agencies) — Sacked Andhra Pradesh 
Chief Minister N.T. Rama Rao was Sunday invited 
to return to power and form a new government in the 
south Indian state, the Press Trust of India (PTI) 
reported. 


PTI said Mr. Rama Rao told 
reporters that State Governor 
SJD. Sharma invited him to form a 
government and he accepted the 
offer. 

- PTI said Chief Minister Bha- 
skara Rao, who replaced Mr. 
Rama Rao four weeks ago, bad 
resigned. 

. Mr. Rama Rao's dismissal plu- 
nged India into a political crisis 
with opposition politicians cha- 
rging that Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi was behind his sacking as 
part of her plans for national ele- 
ctions which must be held in the 
aext four months. 

Mr. Rama Rao was invited back 
to power in the midst of plans by 
his supporters for strikes and pro- 
tests to back their demands for his 


reinstatement. 

The development was seen as a 
major victory for Mr. Rama Rao, 
and a political defeat for Mrs. 
Gandhf s Congress I Party. 

The United News of India 
(UNI) said Rama Rao would be 
formally sworn in again as chief 
minister of the southern state of 
Andhra Pradesh, an opposition- 
ruled region of 54 million people. 

Mr. Bhaskara Rao, no relation 
to Mr. Rama Rao, had been una- 
ble to muster a majority in the 
295-member state assembly for 
three days last week. Since his ous- 
ter Aug. 16, Mr. Rama Rao had 
insisted be had a majority of more 
than 160 deputies. 

He called his ouster a “but- 
chering of democracy, 7 ’ and cri- 


ticised the state governor, a Gan- 
dhi appointee, for refusing to con- 
vene the assembly a month ago to 
let him prove his majority. 

Mr. Rama Rao, an outspoken 
critic of Mrs. Gandhi, was abr- 
uptly deposed upon his return 
from the United States, where he 
underwent triple-bypass heart 
surgery. 

UNI said Mr. Bhaskara Rao 
made a last ditch effort to retain 
his new post and urged Mr. Sha- 
rma to order the “release” of Mr. 
Rama Rao's state legislators all- 
egedly “held captive" at Mr. 
Rama Rao's Ramakrishna /Stu- 
dios. 

The governor said he was una- 
ble to intervene, UNI said, and 
Mr. Bhaskara Rao resigned and 
tendered the resignation of his 
council of ministers. 

A formal communique from the 
governor said he had accepted the 
resignations of Mr. Bhaskara Rao 
and his colleagues. He said he inv- 
ited Mr. Rama Rao, “as the leader 
of the largest party in the leg- . 


. islative assembly," to assist him in 
the formation of a new council of 
ministers in Andhra Pradesh. 

The political crisis in Andhra 
Pradesh has severely tarnished 
Mis. Gandhf s image nationwide 
and internationally, and has uni- 
ted the opposition parties as never 
before. 


Mrs. Gandhi denies she had any 
foreknowledge of Mr. Rama Rao 1 s 
toppling, although the Congress I 
Party, which she leads, vigorously 
supported Mr. Bhaskara Rao. 

In Andhra Pradesh, bitter acc- 
usations have been made by Mr. 
Rama Rao and Mr. Bhaskara 
Rao. Mr. Rama Rao said the opp- 
osing camp tried to bribe his sup- 
porters, some of them peasants, 
and prevent them from voting for 
him. 


Mr. Bhaskara Rao has charged 
that Mr. Rama Rao had actually 
kidnapped his own supporters and 
held diem a gains t their will in his 
studios to prevent their crossing 
over to the Bhaskara Rao camp. 


Muslim leaders call for 


moderation in Indonesia 


JAKARTA (R) — Indonesia’s 
Council of Ulemas (religious lea- 
ders) called Sunday for restraint 
following clashes between Mus- 
lims and security forces in Jakarta 
last Thursday in which an est- 
imated 20 people were killed. 

The statement, published by the 
Official. News Agency Antara, 
offered condolences to families 
of the riot victims and urged “all 
sides to refrain from steps which 
could worsen the situation." 

It said Muslims should step up 
the spirit of Islamic brotherhood 
to preserve the good image of - 
Islam and national unity. 

A military spokesman told Reu- 
ters by phone that a person dre- • 
ssed in a fake militar y uniform was - 
arrested in Jakarta's western sub- 
urbs for distributing anti- 


government leaflets Saturday. 

The spokesman said the man 
confessed to working with 12 acc- 
omplices whom he bad told he 
would lead to Tanjung Priok. 
scene of Thursday’s clashes. The 
12 were reported to be still at 
large. 


Political observers noted that 
the careful wording of the Ulemas’ 
statement appeared to be des- 
igned to encourage moderation on 
the part of both security forces and 
ordinary Muslims. 


Posters which appeared in the 
Tanjung Priok area before the rio- 
ting accused the government of 
paying insufficient attention to 
Islam and said it was too heavily 
influenced by Christians and the 
wealthy Chinese minority. 


Half a million Canadians 


attend giant papal mass 


TORONTO (R) — Haifa million, 
people, screaming like a pop con- 
cert audience, greeted Pope John 
Paul for the biggest open-air mass 
of his Canadian tour. 

When he arrived by helicopter • 
at a Toronto airfield, fireworks 
exploded and brass bands played. 
Then children ran eagerly along 
beside his popemobOe. 

The crowd cheered wildly and 
clamoured against the barriers 
Saturday to get a glimpse of Pope 
John Paul, who flew in from a 
sombre pilgrimage to a Jesuit 
martyrs’ shrine on the shores of 
Lake Huron. 

He prayed at the simple graves 


of two missionaries tortured and 
murdered by Iroquois 'Indians, 
and then attended a colourful tri- 
bal ceremony. Indians blessed the 
Pontiff and gave him an eagle fea- 
ther, their highest honour. 

At the airfield mass, he stood 
atop a blue and white carpeted 
dais and told the people from 
Canada's industrial heartiandthat 
technology had to be man's ser- 
vant, not his master. 

He said technology could not 
decide “whether it is for humanity 
or against it." 

He then travelled to the nearby 
town of Unionville where he con- • 
secreted a cathedral.

Mastering technique Is all 
well and good. Every once in 
a while, however, a hand 
comes along where no 
amount of technique will 
help. What you need then is 
an ounce of deception— the 
. ability to create an illusion. 

We would overcall one 
spade with the West hand, 
even at this vulnerability. 
We are not sure what effect 
that would have had on the 
final contract. And North 
might have been wiser to 
pass rather than bid with his 
sub-minimum band. Certain- 
ly, he should have corrected 
to four hearts— his band 
could be worthless to partner 
at a no trump contract. 


Against three no trump 
West led the king of spades, 
and declarer won the ace. He 
realized that, if he cashed 
both the ace and king of 
hearts, the defenders would 
never permit him to get to 
dummy with the jack of 
spades. And if be couldn’t en-* 
joy the hearts, he wasn't go- 
ing to make his contract. 

South decided that his best 
chance was to create a false 
picture of his hand. So at 
trick two he cashed the ace of 
-hearts and then exited with a 
spade. What he was trying to 
accomplish was to make the 
defenders think that he held 
a blank ace of hearts. 

West certainly believed 
that. For reasons best known 
to himself, he won the queen 
of sp’ades and could see no 
reason not to establish bis 
suit. He continued with a 
third spade, and the world 
came to end. 

When the table’s jack of 
spades won the trick, 
declarer jettisoned the king 
of hearts from his hand. He. 
was still in dummy to cash 
four more heart tricks, which 
brought his total to nine- 
two spades, five hearts and 
the two minor aces. 

You can argue that West 
shouldn't have been taken in 
by declarer’s ruse, and he 
should certainly be rapped 
over the knuckles for win- 
ning the second spade. But 
who ore we to quarrel with 
success. 


Managua seeks MiG-2 Is 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Nica- 
raguan Defence Minister Hum- 
berto Ortega says his country is 
actively seeking MiG-21 jet war- . 
planes from the Soviet Union to 
station at Nicaragua's new mil- 
itary airport, the Washington Post 
reported. 

Mr. Ortega told the newspaper 
in a story from Mexico City in 
Sunday editions that Moscow has 
yet to decide whether to suppty - 
the MiG-2 Is. Mr. Ortega exp- 
ressed confidence that Nicaragua 
would obtain warplanes eve- 
ntually from some country, if not 
the Soviet Union. 

“We do not believe there is 
much of a problem," said Mr. Ort- 
ega. brother of Nicaraguan chief 
of state Daniel Ortega. 

A major military airport is 
under construction in Nicaragua 
and wiD be ready for use by the 
end of this year or early in 1985, 
said Mr. Ortega- 

The United States last month 
informed the Soviet Union and 
Cuba that it would be deeply con- 
cerned if either assisted Nicaragua 
in the acquisition of advanced fig- 
hter aircraft. 

Mr. Ortega refused to say how. 
many planes Nicaragua was see- 
king, except to say that it was“not 
in the hundreds." He said that the 
number of pilots was in the “doz- 
ens," noting that Nicaraguan pil- 
ots have been learning to fly the 
MiG-21. 


Mr. Ortega said lack of an ade- 
quate airport was the principal 
cause of delay in the Soviets pro- 
riding the planes. U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan’s administration 
has said that some 50 Nicaraguan 
pilots have received training in 
Bulgaria on flying MiG jet fig- 
hters. 

Earlier the candidate of an opp- 
osition. coalition says the ruling 
Sandinista government “will gain 
nothing" by staging an election 
next November if his coalition, 
does not participate. 

“ It will be a corrupt process that 
will only radicalise the opposition 
internally and will not have any 
credibility abroad, 1 ’ Arturo Cruz 
told the Associated Press in a rec- 
ent interview. 

His statement came as rumours 
grew that the ruling Sandinista 
National Liberation Front 
(FSLN) might yield to pressure 
and postpone the Nov. 4 elections. 

Mr. Cruz said some contacts 
have been made in recent weeks 
with FSLN officials about the pos- 
sibility of postponing the ele- 
ctions. 

But, FSLN leader and Chief of 
the Council of State Carlo Nunez 
has said in a public speech that the 
FSLN has no intention of dis- 
cussing an election postponement. 
He did say the Supreme Electoral 
Council, controlled by the FSLN, 
would deride whether to allow 
Mr. Cruz’ parties to participate. 


Basque hunger striker 
force fed in French jail 


PARIS (R) — A Spanish Basque 
separatist who has been on hunger 
strike with seven compatriots for 
more than four weeks is being 
force fed by doctors, a senior off- 
icial of the French Justice Ministry 
said Saturday. 

Jean Favartsaid staff at the Fre- 
snes Prison hospital near Paris 
derided to start feeding Franco is- 
Javier Lujambio Galdeano, 29, 
Friday night because his condition 
was worsening. 

A spokeswoman for the Hunger 
Striker? Support Committee said 
the decision was taken against the 
will of the detainee, who began his 


action with his companions on 
Ang. 8. 

They are protesting against a 
court ruling in favour of the ext- 
radition of seven of them wanted 
in Spain on murder and assault 
charges. 


The French government has 
said it will not decide finally on the 
extradition until the supreme 
court of appeal has beard the case, 
probably next month. 


Mr. Favart refused to say whe- 
ther the French government 
would speed the procedure bec- 
ause of the strikers' deterioration. 


Cardinal Sin to visit China 


MANILA (R) — Cardinal Jaime 
Sin, the Roman Catholic Arc- 
hbishop of Manila, will visit China 
next month, a spokesman for the 
cardinal said Sunday. 

The visit is believed to be the 
first in decades by a senior church 
official. It follows an invitation 
from the Communist authorities 
who do not recognise the aut- 
hority of the Vatican over Chinese 
Catholics but support a domestic 
faction called the Patriotic Cat- 
holic Association that appoints its 
own bishops. 

The spokesman, Felix Bautista, 
told Reuters that the cardinal' 
would lead a 10-member uno- 
fficial delegation on an 11-day trip 
beginning on Oct. 27. .The group 
would visit Peking. Nanjing, Sha- 
nghai and Canton. • 

Bautista quoted Cardinal Sin as 
saying he was going in the “spirit 
of friendship and dialogue” and 
hoped Filipinos and Chinese 


would talk more to each other. 

Political analysts were intrigued 
by Peking’s invitation to the unr- 
elenting critic of President Fer- 
dinand Marcos. Marcos has often 
praised the Chinese government 
in recent months and his wife, 
Imelda, visited Peking earlier this 
year. 

Bautista said the Chinese emb- 
assy in Manila sent the invitation 
to Cardinal Sin 10 days ago on 
behalf of the Chinese People's 
’Association for Friendship with 
Foreign Countries. 

Informed church sources said 
there was not known if the car- 
dinal would meet government 
leaders during the visit which they 
called unofficial. 

But they said Cardinal Sin 
would do nothing in China that 
would “rock the boat". It was not 
clear whether he would celebrate 
a mass or perform any other rel- 
igious function.

Candidates court Italian-Americans 


WASHINGTON (R) —President 
Reagan and Democratic opp- 
onent Walter Mondale met Sat- 
urday night for the first time dur- 
ing the election campaign while 
courting Italian- American voters. 

Mr. Mondale and running mate 
Geraldine Ferraro, the first Ame- 
rican of Italian descent to run for 
vice-presidency, shook hands with 
Mr. Reagan when they met on the 
dais at a formal dinner given by 
the National Italian- American 
Foundation at a Washington 
hotel. 

The audience loudly applauded 
Mr. Reagan when be entered, 
while Mr. Mondale and Ms. Fer- 
raro were met by less applause and 
an undercurrent of jeering. 

Americans of Italian descent 
are a .major voting group that was 


once solidly Democratic but have 
become more conservative. They 
are considered a vital target by 
both Republican and Democratic 
campaign strategists. 

Mr. Reagan told the audience: 
“We believe that the Italian tra- 
ditions of faith and family, and the 
dignity of work and the imp- 
ortance of effort should be enc- 
ouraged. That is why we have tried 
to gear so many of our efforts tow- 
ard the family — the prime gen- 
erator of life and human virtues.” 

Mr. Reagan also reminded the 
audience that the surgeon who 
treated his wounds after an ass- 
assination attempt in 1981 was the 
son of Italian immigrants. 

Mr. Mondale made a reference 
to what he has called Mr. Reagaif s 
isolation, by saying he was closer 


to the president Saturday night 
than the press bad been in years. 

Ms. Ferraro praised the pro- 
gress of Italian-Americans, say- 
ing: “today, both men and women 
of Italian descent axe seen on tel- 
evision discussing not pasta, bat 
politics, the federal budget and the 
fate of the earth.'* 


She said her choice as the Dem- 
ocratic vice-presidential can- 
didate was a milestone in the soc- 
ial progress of Italian-Americans. 

Vice President George Bush 
said relations between Italv and 
the United States had nev, 
closer.. 


“We stand shoulder- 
to-shoulder with the people of 
Italy" he said, “and they stand 
shoulder-to- shoulder with us.”

She has overcome her early 
shyness, particularly m the pre- 
sence of the inevitable caravans of 
photographers who follow her to 
every engagement 

Princes Diana was literally the 
girl aext door for Prince Charles. 
She was brought up at Park 
House, on the queen's estate at 
Sandringham, in rural eastern 
England. 

Until her engagement her life 


was similar to many other rich 
young women in London. She sha- 
red a flat in fashionable Ken- 
-stngton with three girls, taught at 
an exclusive Kindergarten school 
and was part-time nanny to an 
American child. 

The daughter of Earl Spencer, 
she belongs to an old aristocratic 
family- and, like Prince Charles, is 
a direct descendant of King James 
the first, making the couple 16th
